Philip 
Crane, R-12th, said. 


"I have a grievance with their posi- 


tion on making information available 
to Congress," Crane said. '"They are 
creatures of the Congress, but they 
tell us they have secrets. .. 
"I believe much of their insistence 


on secrecy is designed to cover their 
mistakes," Crane said. 


Although he has been a supporter of 


the CIA and U.S. security -policies, 
Crane objects to the lack of informa- 
tion that has been passed .on to mem- 
bers of Congress about domestic and 
foreign spy activities. Some, of the in- 
formation has been made public In re- 
cent Congressional hearings. ; 


C O N G R E S S HAS been remiss, 


Crane said, in not demanding to know 
more. "They should know every- 
thing," he said/ Agreeing that,hun- 
dreds of. congressmen would fail to 
maintain secrecy, either by intent or 


by stupidity, Crane said responsibility 
should fall on about 50 senators and 
representatives' who already have the 
task of overseeing CIA activities.

Crane Is not completely throwing off 


his conservative position on the CIA. 
He agrees with a statement by former 
•California Gov. Ronald Reagan that 
the CIA_lnvestigaUons may have gone 
toofar."

"So much of this; investigation is 


leading to a misguided emphasis,'r 
Crane said. "I support;'the: idea of 


' having a foreign intelligence,agency, 


closely monitored by Congress. What- 
ever sins they commit can be laid at 
the door of Congress." . 
, Conservatives reflexively rally to. 
the defense of the security of the 
United. States," Crane said, "but the; 
CIA is like fire.— a behlficent servant 
or a fearful master." 


CIA misadvantures lead'to another 


problem, Crane said. "Helms (former 
CIA director, Richard Helms) per-; 
jured himself before a congressional 
committee, and where is he now? An 
ambassador." 


THE PROBLEM of prosecution is 


involved'In recent books jflbut-'the 
CIA, In which,former agents have dis- 
closed intimate; details'of . spy. oper- 
ations, both .foreign 'and domestic. 
Crane Is particularly ^concerned with 
judges who are exercising prior're- 
straint and censorship and are deter- 
mining what is in the interest of na- 
tional security.' ; 


"If anyone had tha.t.power, it would 


be the'elected representatives of-the 
people, and we are expressly prohibit- 


ed from that," Crane said. He prefers 
a policy- of' prosecution after publica- 
tion, if the printed material violates 
any laws. "Let them prosecute the au- 
thors for treason, if that's the case." 


Crane objects to CIA opening of 


mail; if-for no other reason, because 
it could violate'the right of a-person 
not to-Incriminate'himself. He empha- 
sizes that agents should be free to op- 
erate in foreign countries, but they 
are subject to prosecution under the 
laws of those nations.

Arlington' Heights Road, Hickory 
Meadows south of Thomas Street be- 
tween Douglas and Bclmont Avenues, 
and Ridge Park-Sherwood at East- 
man and Walnut streets. 


NW Community 
raises rates 


Northwest Community Hospital, Ar- 


lington Heights, will-raise room rates 
$13 a day beginning Nov. 1 due to In- 
creased iopcra ting costs, Burton Chotl- 
ner, assistant administrator, an- 
nounced Monday. 


Chotlner said the rate Increase is 


the "largest in the history of the hos- 
pital." The last increase of $150 a day 
was made in March of this year, he 
said. 
' 


Tho increased room rates are a di- 


rect result of "Increases passed on to 
us in the form of malpractice insur- 
ance costs, supply costs, utility costs 
and salary and fringe benefit increas- 
es," he said. 


"These increases are necessary for 


us to maintain our operation," Chotl- 
ner said. • 


Tho Increases raise rates for- a. 


semi-private room from $72.50 to 
$87.80 a day, a-21 per cent increase.' 
Rates for regular private rooms will 
Increase 10 per cent to $93.50. Nursery 
rates will increase by 43 per cent to 
$50 a day. 


The three .other area hospitals — 


Alexian Brothers Medical Center, 
Holy Family Hospital and Lutheran 
General Hospital — raised room rates 
earlier this year. Dally rates for semi- 
private rooms range from $75 at Ale- 
xian Brothers to $118 at Lutheran 
(Jeneral. Private -rooms range from 
$&50 at Alexian Brothers to $125 at 
Lutheran General. 


The $50,000 will be used for the ac- 


•qulsltion of the Cypress Street site. 


Trustee Frank, Palmatler", com- 


mlttco chairman, said the Cypress 
deal was near completion, "and when 
it comes time to close the deal, you'd 
better have the money." 
" THE INTERIM appropriation will 
act as a "bridge!' untllthe village re- 
ceives its next installment of federal 
revenue-sharing funds. 


Palmatler said the village will have 


to start thinking about issuing bonds 
to cover construction costs for the ba- 
sins. He said about $3 million would 
be needed.

In other action, the committee rec- 


ommended the village spend an addi- 
tional $32,260 for a rubber base, steel 
plate construction for the McKinley 
Avenue railroad crossing. 


THE COMMITTEE said the addi- 


tional expenditure'was-a; good in- 
vestment because the rubber-steel 
crossings are smoother'and have a 
longer life than plank crossings, 
which have been used in othef village 
grade crossings. 


Palmatler said, "We should go with 


the heavy-duty rubber crossing be- 
cause wo know how long it takes the 
.railroad (to repair, the plank cross-, 
ings) . . .- The safey.and 'comfort of 
local drivers makes It worth it." 


Hanson said, "Lord knows we've 


got six other crossings,! and It's worth 
the experience."

Venezuela offers billion 
in takeover of oil firms 
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CARACAS, Venezuela (UPI) - Venezuela offered 39 


U.S. and other foreign oil companies $1 billion in com- 
pensation Monday for the takeover of their holdings' 
next Jan. 1. 


The companies will have IS days to accept or reject 


the government offers, which are approximately one- 
fifth of their investments over the years of close to $5 
billion. 


Venezuela produces 2.4 million barrels of oil per day 


and Is the world's third largest exporter. It is also the 
major source of U.S. oil imports. 


The compensation offers will be paid In government 


bonds that may be redeemed in 10 years or, in the case 
of the smaller firms, in cash. 


If the companies do not accept the offers, they will 


have to begin action before the Venezuelan Supreme 
Court. Mines Minister Valentin Hernandez, however, 
said last week, "I have the Impression that the com- 
panies will accept our offers."

sailing from an Israeli port to pass through the Suez Canal next 
week. It said the agreement was worked out by Washington. The 
ship, which will not fly the Israeli flag, will transit the canal Oct. 
22, the state-run radio said. The trip will be the first transit of 
Israeli cargo through the canal in almost two decades.

political violence reported Monday in Buenos Aires, Argentina. The 
death toll in the country's internal warfare reached 534 for the year. 


Beirut seeks return to normal 


Traffic jammed Beirut streets and crowds thronged shopping 


areas Monday in a brave effort to return life in the capital to 
normal after nearly a month of civil war. Snipers in some suburban 
areas, however, disobeyed calls from both leftist Moslems and 
right-wing Christian militia chiefs to obey the cease-fire in the 26- 
day old-conflict that left more nan 500 dead and 1,000 wounded. 
Beirut Radio broadcast warnings that movement in two districts of 
the capital was still risky.

Nation's security tab: $2.6 billion 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The first 


inventory ever conducted of federal 
government police activities showed 
Monday the government spent $2.6 bil-' 
lion last year to employ 169,625 per- 
sons for police, investigative and in- 
telligence-gathering activities in 33 
agencies. 


The figures covered the fiscal year 


which ended June 30 and amounted to 
more than 8 per cent of federal out- 
lays that year. 


The survey was conducted by, the 


General Accounting Office, an arm of 
Congress, and did not include the Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency, the National 
Security Agency or the Defense De- 


partment's 
intelligence 
gathering 


branches."!Nor did GAO survey how 
.much Is spent separately to contract 
•'for guards. 


The survey showed that the Capitol 


employed 1,028 guards — more than 
two for every member of Congress or 
senator—at a cost of $12.2 million. 


The survey raises questions about 


"the sheer number of government 
units having some form of law'en- 
forcement responsibility" as well as 
raising the possibility of duplication of 
effort, according to Sen. Charles H. 
Percy, R-I11., who requested the data. 


He said,' for example, that 23 de- 


partments and agencies have 35 sepa- 


rate guard forces, with four alone in 
the Treasury Dept. Percy questioned 
why the Captiol, the Library of Con- 
gress and the Supreme Court each re- 
quires a separate police force to pro- 
tect a four-block area with 1,214 offi- 
cers which the District of Columbia 
also patrols. 


Almost all of the money — $2.4 bil- 


lion to employ 158,682 persons in 26 
agencies — went for traditional police 
work involving sworn law officers 
with powers of arrest or for prison 
guards, security guards. The rest was 
spent on investigating job appllcatns 
and p e r s o n n e l or in-house in- 
vestigations of employes contractors 
or those receiving federal grants. 


The GAO said the Postal Service 


employed 2,900 guards, 1,933 postal in- 
spectors and special investigators, 38 
crime laboratory workers, and 284, 
persons to conduct personnel security 
clearances at a total cost of $102 mil- 
lion. 


Said Percy: "A thoroughgoing 


analysis of what these police, In- 
vestigators and Intelligence people do 
may demonstrate that they are all 
necessary. On the other hand, such a 
study could lead the way to some con- 
solidation of polict and intelligence 
operations that might prove a cost 
savings and provide the Congress with 
a greater control over all security ac- 
tivities of the federal government."

to monitor the three-year interim 
agreement between-Israel and Egypt 
by manning the,electronic warning 
system between opposing forces in the 
Sinai. •' 


Sec. of State Henry. A.* Kissinger 


helped wark out the-pact last month, 
and Fora said it was necessary for 
Americans to stand between the two 
nations "because of the/trust placed 
in the United States by both Israel 
and its Arab neighbors." 


He said the Sinai agreement Is ."a 


significant step towards an over-all 
settlement in the Middle .East. But 
neither the United States, noc,,Egypt, 
nor "Israel see it as an end In'itself." 


The October 1973 war "between Is- 


rael and Egypt, Ford sald/showed an- 
other war there would be dangerous 
"for the entire world," an unstated al- 


lusion to fears of a Middle. Eastern < 


war escalating to a (confrontation be-, 
tween American and Soviet forces. 


Ford did not say exactly what he 


would ask from Congress "to sustain 
these bilateral relationships," but it 
certainly would involve aid to the two 
nations. 


Israel is expected to get $2.5 billion 


in military and economic aid, and 
Kissinger said Sunday Ford was will- 
ing to talk about military aid with Eg- 
yptian Pres. Anwar Sadat, who ar- 
rives in .Washington .Oct. 26, though 
only in "general terms." 


Ford chose Columbus Day to sign

nauts and American astronauts who 
met In space in July In the Apollo- 
Soyuz hookup.

score. What magic there Is In the en- 
zyme prcsoakst Since those products 
came on the market, most of the old 
stain charts have had.to bo revised. 
The time allowed for soaking is as Im- 
portant as the product itself. The min- 
imum time is half an hour, but for 
things like Infants' formula stains, it 
may take several hours, even over-' 
night. The amount of enzyme-active, 
material you use depends not only on 
the stains but the hardness and; 
amount of water, so follow directions 
on the package. When you use an en- 
zyme detergent and chlorine bleach in 
the wash cycle, add the bleach during 
the last half, as chlorine bleach will 
deactivate enzymes when used with' 
them. On Iho other hand, oxygen 
bleaches are compatible with the en- 
zyme products.

CALHOUN COUNTY... There's still 
one weekvnd left to view the gorgeous 
fall colors of Calhoun County, Illinois' 
"lost county."

Calhoun County Is an isolated penin- 


sula between the Illinois and • Mis- 
sissippi riven, cut off from nearby 
population centers and accessible 
mainly by ferries that cross the two 
riven from Missouri and Illinois. 


EDGED BY THE low flood plains of 


the two rivers, the peninsula has a 
ridge of steep limestone bluffs run- 
ning up its backbone.

for Dist. 214 


Hard times arc ahead for High 


School Dist. 214 as the district 
begins to plan for declining en- 
rollment. 


In the days to come, the dis- 


cussion of the district's future 
will require board members, ad- 
ministrators and the public to be 
calm and rational towards what 
promises to be a highly emotion- 
al issue. 


The district received a report 


last week indicating enrollment 
will drop 22 per cent in the next 
eight years. The drop will re- 
quire the closing of one or two 
liigh schools or a tax increase. 


The board has begun to study 


how to solve this problem. In ad- 
dition, board members have 
asked that administrators devel- 
op criteria to be used to decide if 
a school — or schools — must be 
closed. 


From the initial 
discussion 


that has taken place, it appears 
that at least one of Dist. 21-J's 
eight schools will have to be 
closed. A final decision cannot 
be made until more information 
becomes available, but now is a 
good time to start considering 
that possibility. 


A decision to close a school 


certainly would be painful for 
whatever area is affected. Local 
elementary districts have faced 
that problem and can tell Dist. 
214 officials how difficult such a 
decision is. 


Because of the nature of the 


decision, Dist. 214 must be sure 
the-public is involved at each 
step of the decision-making pro- 
cess. The'district has already 
taken a commendable first step 
by beginning public discussion 
of the enrollment problem. 


The board also should consider 


what uses could be made of its 
buildings if closings must occur. 
It also is important that Dist. 214 
i n v o l v e other governmental 
agencies, including Harper Col- 
lege, in planning. 


Harper has just passed a bond 


referendum for purchase and 
construction of a second cam- 
pus. However, college officials 
have said the campus will not be 
developed unless it is needed. 
^ 


One of Dist. 214's high school 


buildings might provide a less 
expensive alternative to a full-, 
scale second campus • for 
the 


college. At the very least, a high 
school building might provide 
valuable temporary space for 
Harper, even if it does not en- 
tirely eliminate the need for a 
second campus. 


Whatever decisions are re- 


quired because of declining en- 
rollment in the' next few years, 
Dist. 214 is bound to face prob- 
lems and controversy. A careful 
approach toward involving the 
public and otlier agencies now 
will help to relieve some of the 


v pain of those decisions. 


We back Sinai deal 


Now that all sides have ac- 


cepted terms of the interim Is- 
raeli-Egyptian agreement, the 
Israeli pullbnck from areas of 
the Sinai can begin. 


Tho pact, engineered by Sec.' 


of State Henry Kissinger, was 
approved last week by Congress 
after what we believe was a full 
and fair hearing on Capitol Hill. 


Skeptical members of Con- 


gress were won over in many 
cases by what appears to have 
been a frank, complete dis- 
cussion of the U.S. commitments 
involved in the agreement. 


The prospect of a withdrawal 


by Israel's troops has been 
enough to convince many Egyp- 


tians that the pact was a victory 
for Egypt. 


Israel also is apparently opti- 


mistic about the agreement and 
the sum of these favorable atti- 
tudes can only add up to in- 
creased prospects of lasting 
peace in the Mideast- 


Much negotiation lies ahead. 


The most difficult question, that 
of the Palestinian refugees, re- 
mains to be faced. And the U.S. 
commitment of 200 civilian ob- 
servers will be a source of po- 
t e n t i a l danger should the 
Mideast flare up again. 


But the door" to peace is- 


opened thanks to Kissinger's 
diplomatic achievements.

Polities could change in 1976

WASHINGTON (UPI) - American 


politicians who have been moaning 
and whining about the' low level of 
public respect for themselves and 
their calling | arc going to have a 
chance to do something about it in 
1976. • 


Recent events have made possible 


radical, changes in future election 
campaigns. It will bo up to the can- 
didates and their managers to deter- 
mine whether those changes will start 
repairing of the sorry image of poli- 
tics in this country or will simply 
strengthen the public's present "don't 
give a damn" feeling. 


Three factors with potential for 


change in politics come to mind. 


First, the new campaign finance 


laws. Second, the recent Federal 
Communications Commission ruling 
on "equal time" requirements. Third, 
the renewed concern for candidate 
safety. None of these guarantee a bet- 
ter brand of politics for Americans, 
but all could contribute to improve- 
ment if the politicians choose to use 
them with that in mind. 


The 1974 federal campaign finance 


law and the dozens of recently 
enacted state statutes seeking to bring 
some.law and order to the political 
jungle should, at the minimum, stem 
the tide of gimmicky sales blitzes that 
have passed for political campaigns in 
recent years. One common denomina- 
tor of these laws is to limit spend- 
ing, and .that will require leaner 
campaigns. Candidates will have a 
new chance to choose campaign prior- 


ities, and those who are seeking the 
presidency with federal subsidies may 
think twice before they spend tax- 
payers' funds on catchy sloganeering 
and costly campaign extravaganzas. 


The new laws also emphasize dis- 


closure and limit individual contribu- 
tions. If the politicians are willing to 
accept the intent of the laws and do 
not spend all their time looking for 
loopholes, the people who cast the 
votes may begin to believe the candi- 
dates arc talking to them rather than 
to fat cat contributors. 


The FCC ruling — ending the re- 


quirement that broadcasters -give all 
candidates equal air time if they car- 


ry debates or news conferences by 
any candidates — makes it economic- 
ally feasible for the networks and lo- 
cal stations to bring back the format 
of 
the 
1960 Kennedy-Nixon con- 


frontations at all levels of politics. 


But here, too, the politicians will 


make the crucial decisions. If the can- 
didates, especially the incumbent of- 
ficeholders, refuse to debate, there is 
nothing the broadcasters can do to 
force them, and the forum that* 
seemed to have such potential 15 
years ago will remain in mothballs. 


The third factor is something posi- 


tive that could come out of the nega- 
tive fact that there are still people 


who try to shoot politicians when they 
appear in public. 


Forcing candidates to hide from the 


public obviously is no kind of im- 
provement, but there are perfectly va- 
lid ways to campaign besides wading 
into crowds. 


If the new awareness of security 


puts a damper on mindless flesh- 
pressing and motorcade arm-waving 
in favor of old-fashioned speaking and 
writing about the issues at stake in 
the election, the public could benefit. 
There is, after all, nothing really 
wrong with a candidate trying to win 
votes by demonstrating that he has 
a good idea instead of a firm hand- 
shake.

Idea that hunting helps "conserve our 
natural resources for future gener- 
ations" when actually, hunting helps 
conserve our natural resources for the 
hunters. It is easier to close your eyes 
to the neglect and waste of life, than 
to cry out for all the facts. 


Careful research would not have 


allowed this writer on The Herald to 
state that "all benefit from sportsmen-" 
financed conservation programs..."

On the contrary, 
good experiments in dogs have shown 
that a calcium deficient diet leads to 
loose teeth because calcium'Is lost 
from the bone arouncj the root of the 
tooth. Then gum disease (pyorrhea) 
with small abscesses and eventually 
loss of teeth develops. By returning 
the dogs to a good diet with lots of 


calcium the dental problem cleared 
up. 


Milk is our main source of calcium, 


and certainly growing children with a 
growing skeleton need lots of cal- 
c l u m . There is no sig- 
nificant amount of calcium in fruit 


' juice, and some hard water has a 


little but not nearly' the amount 
needed. Cream Is low hi calcium com- 
pared to milk, since cream is sup-

WAY?

It Menu the sky above does its best 


to fool our eyes. For .example, the 
planets,look like stars and the moon 
appears to swell up and shrink. For 
countless ages, people saw the Milky 
Way-as a pale ghostly arch over the 
night sky. Then Galileo spied It 
through a telescope and saw that it 
was crowded with faraway stars. 


It's easier to spot the Milky Way 


when you are in the country; where 
the sky is not blurred by hue and 
city lights. Even the light of the full 
moon may be bright enough to spoil 
the view. In winter the pale foggy 
arch loops through the'Big Dipper, 
Orion the Hunter and Taurus the Bull. 
The bright stars in these winter con- 
stellations stand out against the pale 
background, which is wide enough for 
10 full moons to glide side by side. 


In the year 1609, the great Galileo 


built his small telescope and dis- 
covered that the milky glow is actual- 
ly billions of stars so far away their 
light is* blurred by distance. Later as-

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Cop charges 
due in Attica 
riot: source

ALBANY, N.Y. — An additional 


seven or eight law enforcement offi- 
cers have been indicted in the Attica 
prison rebellion Investigation, a state 
Capitol source told United Press In- 
ternational Monday. 


The indictments, .the source said, 


will be processed this week. He said, 
"They would have been done sooner 
but today was a holiday and that 
backed things up." 


The source also_ said that several 


troopers were included In the ncw in- 
dictments but that he did not kow if 
there were any Attica prison guards 
named in the Special Wyoming Coun- 
ty Grand Jury presentations. 


HE SAID he did not believe any 


commissioned officers were indicted 
— "just troopers, I understand," he 
said. He added he did not know what 
charges were contained in the In- 
dictments. 


Last week, Trooper Gregory Wild- 


ridge, 38, assigned to the Buffalo sub- 
urb of Orchard Park, became the first 
law enforcement officer indicted in 
the long probe by two grand juries of 
the September 1971 prison riot that 
claimed 43 lives. 


Wildridge pleaded innocent at his 


arraignment last Friday to a charge 
of reckless endangerment. He was ac- 
cused of shooting a shotgun in a reck- 
less manner when state police 
stormed the prison yard to recapture 
it after inmates had held hostages for 
four days. Wildridge is still on duty. 


THE SPECIAL grand juries are 


still in session. 


There have been charges and count- 


er-charges that the indictments of law 
enforcement officers are political. 
Those opposed to' the hail-of-gunfire 
method in which the prison was retak- 
en claim the indictments were hand- 
ed up now to defuse a special report 
on an alleged coverup due this week. 
Police officers and many other per- 
sons who supported the actions claim 
the indictments were obtained to calm 
minority groups and civil rights activ- 
ists, who have charged that there has 
been a white-wash of official actions 
resulting in only inmates being in- 
dicted. Thus far, 62 inmates or former 
Inmates have been cited by the grand 
jury-by United Press International 


4Doctor' turns 
off respirator: 
stab victim dies 


FRESNO, Calif. (UPI) - An attor- 


ney for the family of an 18-year-old 
youth who died at Valley Medical 
Center Aug. 29, said Monday he had 
learned the •life-sustaining respirator 
for'the youth was turned off by a 
doc- 


tor at the hospital. 


Attorney George Carter said his In- 


vestigators were looking into the 
cause of death of Sammy Uribes after 
he underwent surgery for a stab 
wound. 


He said his investigators learned 


that the respirator, which was sus- 
taining the life of the Uribes youth af- 
ter he suffered brain death during 
surgery 10 days before, was turned off 
and the youth died a few hours later. 


CARTER-SAID a hospital report in- 


dicated that Uribes' parents gave 
their permission to turn off the res- 
pirator but the parents denied that 
they consented. 


Hospital officials declined to com- 


ment on grounds it'would violate the 
confidential doctor-patient relation- 
ship. 
| 


Carter said in any case state law 


prohibits turning off a life-sustaining 
machine for an adult unless he con- 
sents to .the move himself. 


A coroner's autopsy report on Ur- 


ibes death indicated a mistake, 'in 
which a.tube was placed.in his eso- 
phagus instead of his trachea during 
.an operation to repair.the stab wound, 
contributed to his brain death. •' 


Carter said he was contacted by Ur- 


ibes' parents to check into the mis- 
take during surgery, and'his in- 
vestigators discovered.the respirator 
had been turned off during the course 
of their probe.

of tho very, bad conditions here," he 
said. "We don't want to become a 
suburban slum." 


FEICIITER SAID his organization 


recently presented a list of grievances •

to tho Llttlcstono Co., owner of tho 
127-bullding complex, but that the 
company was "basically unrespon- 
sive." 


"Tho conditions hero ore something 


that have been developing over tho 
last two years," he said. "Things 
have gotten a lot worse'' Fdchter is 


• a teacher at Maine South High School. . 


He ran unsuccessfully for the Illinois 
Senate in 1974. 


Fcichtcr said that besides being. 


concerned because of maintenance 
.'problems-and rising crime, residents 
are angry over the recent closing of 
inside garbage chutes in the buildings. 


"These things are outside, the con- 


trol of the tenants and something 
should beMione," he said. 


He said he recognizes that the 


apartment management is not respon- 
sible for the increase in vandalism, 
burglaries and thefts, but thinks the 
owners could provide better security. 


ItOBIN .DUNNELL, vice president 


of Littlcstone, said he has reviewed 
the residents' complaints and thinks 
they are "a burtch of poppycock." 


"There are very few tenants that 


arc disgruntled and from my stand- 
point I don't think they have any rea- 
son to complain," he said. 


Dunncll refused to comment on any 


of the residents' specific grievances.

The winds and rains of Hurricane 


Elolso abruptly ended a six-week 
"cruise to paradise" for Dane eleven, 
3 Berkshire Ln., Mount Prospect. 


eleven, a crewman aboard the 41- 


foot ketch Seaward, owned by Frank 
Butler of Long Grove, was bound for 
St. Thomas In the Virgin Islands, but 
Elolso had other things in store for 
the crew. 


Tho violent storm delayed tho 


cruise by more than a week. Job and 
school obligations called most of the 
crew back to the mainland and Butler 
was forced to leave the boat in the 
Dominican Republic. 


"Wo took quite a beating from the 


storm," explained eleven, a Loyola 
University law student who sat out a 
semester to sail with Butler. "We 
were about ISO miles from the eye of 
the storm and things were really 
tough. I don't think I want to mess 
around with one of those things 
again." 


CLEVEN SAO) HE, Butler and oth- 


er crew members finally made it to 
tho Virgin Islands by airplane. Butler 
stayed on there to organize another 
crew to sail tho boat the rest of the 
way. 


"Ho may have found a crew by 


now," said Cloven. "I haven't talked 
to him recently. If tho weather is 
good, he may sail it the rest of the 
way soon." 


The hurricane was the last of sev- 


eral problems which plagued the crew 
after It left Waukcgan harbor on Au- 
gust 2 cnroule to the Atlantic by way 
of tho Great Lafcss, the Erie Canal 
and Hudson River. The Seaward lodg- 


ed on a sandbar near New Jersey 
where surf threatened to seriously 
damage the craft. Luckily, a coast 
guard vessel saw the Seaward and 
helped pull the boat free. 


Good weather followed the crew un- 


til they left West Palm Beach, Fla. 
and headed out to sea. Then Eloise 
took over and showed them all just 
how powerful a storm like that can 
be. 


ON SEPT. 17, the Seaward encoun- 


tered stiff currents and winds, and 
swells began to build. Using their 54- 
foot mast as a guide, crew members 
estimated swells to be 35-feet high 
during the peak of the storm. 


"We didn't have any problems with 


waves breaking over the boat," said 
Cloven. "But winds were causing the 
swells to cap and we really got wet 
from the spray." 


Butler navigated the boat away 


from tho storm as best as possible 
and into ManzanUlo Bay in the Do- 
minican Republic.

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Crane blasts secrecy policies of CIA

The secrecy policies of the Central 


Intelligence Agency arts designed to 
cover up mistakes, U.S. Rep. Philip 
Crone, R-12th, said. 


"I have a grievance with their posi- 


tion on making'information available 
to Congress," Crane said. "They are 
creatures of the Congress, but they 
tell us they have secrets. 


"I believe much of their insistence 


on secrecy is designed to cover their 
mistakes," Crane said. 


Although he has been a supporter of 


the CIA and U.S. security policies, 
Crane objects to the lack of informa- 
tion that has been passed on to mem- 
bers of Congress about domestic and 
foreign spy activities. Some of the in- 
formation has been made public in re- 
cent Congressional hearings. 


C O N G R E S S HAS been remiss, 


Crane said, in not demanding to know 
more. "They should know every- 
thing," he said. Agreeing that hun- 
dreds of congressmen would fall to 
maintain secrecy, either by intent or 


by stupidity, Crane said responsibility 
should fall on about 50 senators and 
representatives who already have the 
task of overseeing CIA activities. 


Crane is not completely throwing off 


his conservative position on'the CIA. 
He agrees with a statement by former ' 
California Gov. Ronald Reagan that 
the CIA investigations may have gone 
too far. 


"So much of this investigation is 


leading to a misguided emphasis,!' 
Crane said. "I support the idea of 
having a foreign intelligence agency, 


closely monitored by Congress. What- 
ever sins they commit can be. laid at 
the door of Congress." 


Conservatives reflexlvely rally to 


the defense of the security of the 
United States, Crane said, "but the 
CIA is like fire — a benificent servant' 
or a fearful master." 


CIA misadventures lead to another 


problem, Crane said. "Helms (former 
CIA director Richard Helms) per- 
jured himself before a congressional 
committee, and where is he now? An 
ambassador." 


THE PROBLEM of prosecution is 


involved In recent books about the 
CIA, in which former agents have dis- 
closed intimate details of spy oper- 
ations, both foreign and domestic. 
Crane is particularly concerned with 
judges who are exercising prior re- 
straint and censorship and are deter- 
mining what is in the interest of na- 
tional security. 


"If anyone had that power, it would 


be the elected representatives of the 
people, and we are expressly prohibit- 


ed from that," Crane said. He prefers 
a policy of prosecution after publica- 
tion, if the printed material violates 
any laws. "Let them prosecute the au- 
thors for treason, if that's the case." 


Crane objects to CIA opening of 


mall; If for no other reason, because 
it could violate the right of a person 
not to incriminate himself. He empha- 
sizes that agents should be free to op- 
erate in foreign countries, but they 
are subject to prosecution under the 
laws of those nations.

"Wo know It's out of the state's 
hands, whom it was delayed for 
months according to our various state 
representatives, who have urged re- 
lease of the money, the grant paper- 
work has been forwarded directly to 
Washington." ' 


Crosland said the state and federal 


government already have -acknowl- 
edged Buffalo Grove Pork District is 
entitled to the money.

The winds and rains of Hurricane 


Elolso abruptly ended a six-week 
"cruise to paradise" for Dane eleven,

eleven, a crewman aboard the 41- 


foot ketch Seaward, owned by Frank 
Butler of Long Grove, was bound for 
St. Thomas In the Virgin Islands, but 
Eloise had other things In store for 
the crow.

ed on o sandbar near New Jersey 
x where surf threatened to seriously 
damage tho craft. Luckily, a coast 
guard vessel saw the Seaward and 
helped pull the boat free. 


Good weather followed the crew un- 


til they left West Palm Beach, Fla. 
and headed, but to sea. Then Eloise 
took over and showed them all just 
how powerful a storm like that can 
be. 


ON SEPT. 17, the Seaward encoun- 


tered stiff currents and winds, and 
swells began to build. Using their 54- 
foot mast as a guide, crew members 
estimated swells to be 35-feet high 
during tho peak of the storm. 


"Wo didn't have any problems with 


waves breaking over the boat," said 
eleven. "But winds were causing the 
swells to cap and we really got wet 
from the spray." 


Butler navigated the boat away 


from the storm as best as possible 
and Into ManzaniUo Bay in the Do- 
minican Republic. 


Although the storm spoiled the end- 


ing of the voyage, the crew also saw a 
more delicate, playful face of the 
sea. 


"FROM TIME TO TIME dolphins 


would follow the boat and play with 
it," Cleven said. "They really had no 
fear and delighted In diving and 
swimming around the boat."'

Hospital hikes 
room rates 


Northwest Community Hospital, Ar- 


lington Heights, will raise room rates 
$15 a day beginning Nov. 1 due to in- 
creased operating costs, Burton Chotl- 
ner, assistant administrator, an- 
nounced Monday. 


Chotlncr said the rate increase is 


the "largest In the history of the hos- 
pital." The last increase of $1.50 a day 
was made In March of this year, he 
said. 


Tho Increased room rotes are a di- 


rect result of "increases passed' on to 
us In the form of malpractice Insur- 
ance costs, supply costs, utility costs 
and calory and fringe benefit Increas- 
es," ho said. 


"These Increases arc necessary for 


us to maintain our operation," Choti- 
ner sold. 


The increases raise rates for a 


semi-private room from $72.50 to 
187.50 a day, a 21 per cent increase. 
Rates for regular private rooms will 
increase 10 per cent to $93.50.

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Crane blasts secrecy policies of CIA

The Mcrecy policies of the Central 


Intelligence Agency are designed to 
cover up mistakes, U.S. Rep. Philip 
Crane, R-Uth, said. 


"I nave a grievance with their posi- 


tion on making information available 
to Congress," Crane said. "They are 
creatures of the Congress, but they 
tell us they have secrets. 


"I believe much of their insistence 


on secrecy is designed to cover their 
mistakes," Crane said. 


Although he has been a supporter of 


the CIA and U.S. security policies, 
Crane objects to the lack of informa- 
tion that has been passed on to mem- 
bers of Congress about domestic and 
foreign spy activities. Some of the in- 
formation has been made public in re- 
cent Congressional hearings. 


C O N G R E S S HAS been remiss, 


Crane said, in not demanding to know 
more. "They should know every- 
thing," he-said. Agreeing that hun- 
dreds of congressmen would fall to 
maintain secrecy, either by intent or 


by stupidity, Crane said responsibility 
should fall on about SO senators and 
representatives who already have the 
task of overseeing CIA activities. 


Crane is not completely throwing off 


his conservative position-on the CIA. 
He agrees with a statement by former 
'California Gov. Ronald Reagan that 
the CIA investigations may have gone 
too far. 


"So much of this investigation • is 


-leading to a misguided emphasis," 
Crane said. "I'support the idea of 
having a foreign intelligence agency, 


closely monltored'by Congress. What- 
ever sins they commit can be laid at 
the door of Congress." 


Conservatives reflexively rally to 


the -defense of the' security of the 
United States, Crane said, "but the 
CIA Is like fire — a benlficent servant 
or a fearful master." 


CIA misadventures lead to another 


problem, Crane said. "Helms (former 
CIA; director Richard Helms) per- 
jured himself before a congressional 
committee, and where is he now? An 
ambassador." 


THE PROBLEM of prosecution is 


involved in recent books about the 
CIA, in which former agents have dis- 
closed intimate details of spy oper- 
ations,, both foreign and domestic. 
Crane is particularly concerned with 
judges who are exercising prior re- 
straint and censorship,and are deter- 
mining what is hi the interest of na- 
tional security. 


"If anyone had that power, it would 


be the elected representatives of the 
people, and we are expressly prohibit- 


ed from that," Crane said. He prefers 
a policy of prosecution after publica- 
tion, if the printed material violates 
any laws. "Let them prosecute the au- 
thors for treason, if that's the case." 


Crane' objects to CIA opening of 


mail; if for no other reason, because 
it could violate the right of a person 
not to incriminate himself. He empha- 
sizes that agents should be free to op- 
erate in foreign countries, but they 
are subject to prosecution under the 
laws of those nations.

6$2 not enough 
to encourage 
pet neutering' 


• A proposal to charge owners ot 
unaltered pets $2 more in annual li- 
censing fees was questioned Monday 
night by Hoffman Estates trustees. 


The proposal is part of a new ani- 


mal control ordinance which has been 
under study by the judiciary com- 
mittee, but the committee again de- 
ferred a decision on the ordinance 
Monday night. 


Trustees expressed doubt that a $2 


higher fee for unaltered pets would 
encourage altering of animals, the $2 
neuter dogs and cats. 


THE PROPOSED ordinance, under 


study since the summer, calls a $5 an- 
nual fee. for unaltered pets and a S3 
annual fee for altered pets. 


But Trustee Jeanne Pavey said if 


the purpose of the differing fees is to 
encourage altering of animasl, the $2 
licensing difference would not be a 
strong incentive. 


"I don't look at it from the point of 


revenue for the village," she said. 
"It's a way of controlling the animal 
population of the village and that's 
why it is here." 


The ordinance proposal was recom- 


mended by Health Officer James 
Demos and is patterned after an ordi- 
nance adopted by the City of Chicago 
in July. It includes provisions banning 
mistreatment of pets, as well as licens- 
ing requirements and the creation of 
the post of animal control officer. 


A PROVISION limiting the number 


of household pets to three was elimi- 
nated early hi the review of the pro- 
posed ordinance, but a survey among 
residents of one subdivision indicates 
most people favor Including the limit 
on animals. 


Currently there is no limit to the 


number of pets allowed in a house- 
hold, but the results of a survey 
among Winston Knolls residents 
shows 148 of -194 respondents favor 
limiting the number of dogs and cats 
per home.

Crane blasts secrecy policies of CIA

The secrecy policies of'the Central 


Intelligence Agency are designed to 
cover up mistakes, U.S. Rep. Philip 
Crane, R-12th, said. 


"I have a grievance with their posi- 


tion on making information available 
to Congress," Crane said. "They-are 
creatures of the Congress, but they 
tell us they have secrets. 


"I believe much of their insistence 


on secrecy Is designed to cover their 
mistakes," Crane said. 


Although he has been a supporter of 


the CIA and U.S. security policies, 
Crane objects to the Jack of informa- 
tion that has been passed on to mem- 
bers of Congress about'domeatlc and 
foreign spy activities. Some of the in- 
formation has been made public in re- 
cent Congressional bearings. 


C O N G R E S S HAS been remiss, 


Crane said, In not demanding to know 
more. "They should know every- 
thing," he said. Agreeing that hun- 
dreds of congressmen would fail to 
maintain secrecy; either by Intent or 


by stupidity, Crane said responsibility 
should fall on about 50 senators and 
representatives who already have the 
task of overseeing .CIA activities. 


Crane is not completely throwing off 


his conservative position on the CIA. 
He agrees with a statement by former 
California Gov. Ronald Reagan; that 
the CIA investigations may have'gone 
too far.

"So much of this investigation is 


leading to a misguided emphasis," 
Crone said. "I support the idea of. 
having a* foreign Intelligence agency, 


closely monitored by Congress. What- 
ever sins,they commit can be laid at 
the door of Congress."

Conservatives reflexively rally to 


•the defense of the security of.the 


United States, Crane said, "but the 
/CIA is like fire — a beniflcent servant 
or a fearful master."

CIA misadventures lead' to another 


problem, Crane said.."Helms (former 
CIA director Richard Helms) per- 
jured himself before a congressional 
committee, and where is he now? An 
ambassador." 


THE PROBLEM of prosecution is 


involved in recent books about the 
CIA, in which former agents have dis- 
closed intimate details of. spy oper- 
ations, both foreign and domestic. 
Crane is particularly concerned with 
judges who 'are exercising prior re- 
straint and censorship and are deter- 
mining what is in the interest of na- 
tional security. 


"If anyone had that power, it would 


be the elected representatives of the 
people, and we are expressly prohibit- 


ed from that," Crane said. He prefers 
a policy of prosecution after publica- 
tion, if the printed material violates 
any laws. "Let them prosecute the au- 
thors for treason, if that's the case." 


Crane objects to CIA opening of 


mail; if for no other reason/because 
it could violate the right of a person 
not to incriminate himself. He empha- 
sizes that agents should be free to op- 
erate in foreign countries, but they 
are subject to prosecution under the 
laws of those nations.

A vote Is expected tonight by the

Rolling Meadows Library officials

The charge • stems from a $23,000 


payment in city funds that was prom- 
ised to the library nearly two years 
ago, but because of an oversight, was 
never delivered. 


Library Board Pros. Rodney Dahlin 


told the city council's finance com- 
mittee the money was spent on the 
assumption the transfer was made. 


, He said if the funds, which amount to 


about 17 per cent of the total library 
budget, are not replaced soon, the li- 
brary may run out of money. 


Library finances are administered 


by the city, although the library board 
prepares an annual budget and au- 
thorizes expenses. 


THE COMMITTEE agreed to sched- 


ule the $25,000 payment for Decem- 
ber, but stressed that a firm com- 
mitment is impossible until the city's 
financial problems are solved. A mis- 
take in the municipal budget is cost- 
ing the city about $200,000 in lost tax 
revenue, and although it appears the 
deficit may be made up in sales tax 
and building permit fees, city officials 
say they still are being financially 
cautious. 


"If the money had been transferred 


as it was supposed to be, we wouldn't 
be here," Dahlin told the committee. 
"We're being crimped through no 
fault of our own by a mistake the city 
made a year-and-a-half ago." 


Dahlin said he is "even more dis- 


turbed" at the manner in which li- 
brary accounting is handled. In effect, 
he said, the library is forced to oper- 
ate without knowing how much cash it 
has on hand.

Eloise abruptly ended a six-week 
"cruise to 'paradise" for Dane eleven, 
3 Berkshire Ln., Mount Prospect.

foot ketch Seaward, owned by Frank 
Butler of Long Grove, was bound for 
St. Thomas in the Virgin Islands, but 
Eloise bad other things Jn store- for- 
the crew.

The violent storm delayed 'the 


cruise by more than a week. Job and 
school obligations called most of the 
crew back to the mainland and Butler 
was forced to leave the boat in the 
Dominican Republic. 


"We took quite a beating from the 


storm," explained eleven, a Loyola 
University law student who sat out a 
semester to sail with Butler. "We 
were about 180 miles from the eye of 
the storm and things were really 
tough. I don't think I want to mess 
around with one of those things

again." 


CLEVEN SAID HE. Butter and oth- 


er crew members finally made it to 
the Virgin Islands by airplane. Butler 
stayed on there to organize another 
crew to sail the boat the rest of the 
way. 


"He may have found a crew by 


now," said eleven. "I haven't talked 
to him recently. If the weather is 
good, he may sail it the rest of the 
way soon.". 


The hurricane was the last of sev- 


eral problems which plagued the crew 
after it left Waukegan harbor on Au- 
gust 2 enroute to the Atlantic by way 
of the Great Lakes, the Erie Canal 
and Hudson River. The Seaward lodg- 


ed on a sandbar near New Jersey 
where surf threatened to seriously 
damage the craft. Luckily, a coast 
guard vessel saw the Seaward and 
helped pull the boat free. 


Good weather followed the crew un- 


til they left West Palm Beach, Fia. 
and headed but to sea. Then Eloise 
took over and showed them all just 
how powerful a storm like that can 
bit. 


ON SEPT. 17, the Seaward encoun- 


tered, stiff currents and winds,-and 
swells began to build. Using their 54- 
foot mast as a guide, crew members 
estimated swells to be 35-feet - high 
during ttie 'peak of the storm.-

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Crane blasts secrecy policies of CIA

The-secrecy policies of the Central 


Intelligence Agency are designed to 
cover up mistakes, U.S. Rep. Philip 
Crane, R-12th, said. 


"I have a grievance with their posi- 


tion on making information available 
lo Congress," Crane said. "They are 
creatures of the Congress, but they 
tell us they have secrets. 


"I believe much of their insistence 


on secrecy is designed to cover their 
mistakes," Crane said. 


Although he has been a supporter of 


the CIA and U.S. security policies, 
Crane objects to the lack of informa- 
tion that has been passed on to mem- 
bers of Congress about domestic and 
foreign spy activities. Some of the in- 
formation has been made public in re- 
cent Congressional hearings. 


C O N G R E S S HAS been remiss, 


Crane said, in not demanding to know 
more. "They' should know every- 
thing," he said. Agreeing that hun- 
dreds of congressmen would foil to 
maintain secrecy, either by intent or 


by stupidity, Crane said responsibility 
should fall on about SO senators and 
representatives who already have the 
task of overseeing CIA activities. • 


Crane is not completely throwing off 


his conservative position on the CIA. 
He agrees with a statement by former 
California Gov. Ronald Reagan that 
the CIA investigations may have gone 
too far. 


"So much of this Investigation is 


leading to a misguided emphasis," 
Crane said. "I support the idea of 
having a foreign Intelligence' agency, 


closely monitored by Congress. What- 
ever sins they commit can be laid at 
the door of Congress." 


Conservatives reflexlvely rally to 


the defense of the security of'the 
United States, Crane said, "but the 
CIA is like fire — a benificent servant 
or a fearful master."' 


CIA misadventures lead 'to another 


problem, Crane said. "Helms (former 
CIA director Richard Helms) per- 
jured himself before a -congressional 
committee, and where is'he now? An 
ambassador^' 


THE PROBLEM of prosecution is 


jnvolved in recent books about the 
CIA, jn which former agents have dis- 
closed intimate details of spy_ oper- 
ations, both foreign and domestic. 
Crane Is particularly concerned with 
judges who are exercising prior re- 
straint and censorship and are deter- 
mining what is In the interest of na- 
tional security. 
' ' 


"If anyone had that power,' it would 


be the elected representatives of the 
people, and we are expressly prohibit- 


ed from that," Crane said. He prefers 
a policy of prosecution after publica- 
tion, if the printed material violates 
any laws. "Let them prosecute the au- 
thors for treason, if that's the case." 


Crane objects to CIA opening of 


mail; if for no other reason, because 
it could violate the right of a person 
not to incriminate himself. He empha- 
sizes that agents should be free toiop- 
crate in foreign countries, but they 
are subject to prosecution under the 
laws of those nations. 
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TFatting period also 
Limit carnivals to one 
a month, Jaycees ask

The president of the Mount Pros- 


pect Jaycccs Monday asked the vil- 
lage to limit the number of carnivals 
allowed each month and to require a 
lengthy walling period for carnival 
permits. 
, 


Jaycce Joseph Vais told the village 


board's judiciary committee these 
regulations are needed to protect car- 
nival sponsors who may end up with 
unprofitable projects as a result of 
carnlvajs being scheduled too close to- 
gether. ' 
'Vnlrzald the problem first arose a 
year tn<f a half ago when the Jaycees 
carnival came luo weeks after one lo- 
cated about three blocks away. He 
said the closeness of the two events 
put a dent In the Jaycees profits, 
which are used to sponsor local pro- 
jects. 


"IT WAS A VERY worthwhile or- 


ganization," Vais said of ths group 
sponsoring the earlier carnival. "But 
what happens to us is, with all our 
planning for six or eight months, our 


effectiveness wasn't as good as it 
should have been." 


Vais said the village now regulates 


safety at carnivals but has no way of 
restricting scheduling. He said it is 
possible for on outside group to come 
In and obtain a permit for a carnival 
within a week. 
\ 


"There weren't many carnivals In 


Mount Prospect until about a year 
'and a half ago," Vais said, noting that 
the problem is 
1 relatively new. "So I 


think we arc ahead of the ballgame 
now." 


He suggested that applicants be re- 


quired to apply for carnival permits at 
least 120 days before the scheduled 
event. "This is so the johnny-come- 
latclys don't come In and steal the lo- 
cal organization's thunder," Vais 
.sold. 


VAIS ALSO proposed that the vil- 


lage limit the number of carnivals to 
one a month, with no carnival schedul- 
ed within 21 days of any other. He said 


he had discussed these proposals with 
the local Rotary Club. 


Noting that these proposals would 


apply to alt organizations equally, 
Vais said there wbuld be no problem 
of discriminating in favor >of local 
groups. Trustee Michael H. Minton, 
chairman of the committee, earlier ' 
said he was afraid an ordinance regu- 
lating carnivals might be 'uncon- 
stitutional if it favored local civic 
groups. 


Trustee Theodore J., Wallenberg ' 


said he favored both proposals, but 
said a .recommendation..to the full 
board must wait until other com- 
mittee members are present. Neither 
Minton nor Trustee Richard N. Hend- 
ricks was at the meeting. 


"I'm going to be in favor of a policy' 


providing for applications to be filed 
several months before the affair, and 
further to limit carnivals per month 
to control the number of affairs," 
Wallenberg said! "It seems to me one - 
carnival per month should be ample 
to satisfy most people."
